David Meston, age 47, of 
Didsbury, and four other 
passengers, also from 
Didsbury, were driving west¬ 
bound on Hwj 1A, when the 
vehicle approached the 
Morley Church. Meston lost 
control of the vehicle, which 
then crossed the median, 
went up an embankment

most severe shaken baby 
case I’ve seen in 25 years,” 
said Elliott. 

Judge Maloney released 
Vachon on the condition that 
he report once a week to Red 
Deer RCMP. 

The failing to comply 
charges were laid last week 
after the accused allegedly 
failed to live up to earlier 
bail condition that he report 
to police by telephone. 

During a court appear¬ 
ance Dec. 8, as he was be¬ 
ing led from the courtroom 
on the new charges, the 
mother of the child con¬ 
fronted him. 

“You hurt my baby,” she 
shouted. 

Vachon was held in cus¬ 
tody over the weekend pend¬ 
ing Monday’s court appear¬ 
ance. 

Police began an investiga¬ 
tion in the case after receiv¬ 
ing information from Al¬ 
berta Children’s Hospital in 
Calgary on Oct. 16. 

The child was under the 
care of the accused when she 
was allegedly assaulted on 
two separate occasions prior 
to that date, said Elliott. 


A 21-year-old Red Deer 
man facing numerous 
charges in a “shaken baby” 
incident that caused a 17- 
month-old girl brain damage 
and other injuries has been 
released on bail. 

John Pierre Vachon was 
charged Nov. 12 with aggra¬ 
vated assault, failing to pro¬ 
vide the necessities of life, 
and criminal negligence 
causing bodily harm. On 
Dec. 8 he was further 
charged with two counts of 
failing to comply with bail 
conditions. 

During a court appear¬ 
ance Monday, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor Danny Elliott called 
on Judge Frank Maloney to 
order the accused detained. 

Elliott said the accused 
“willfully shook the baby in 
a conscious effort to get 
back at the girlfriend (and 
mother of the child).” 

The victim suffered a bro¬ 
ken leg in two places, possi¬ 
ble permanent injury to one 
eye, and possible permanent 
brain damage, he said.

been released. 

“That upsets me very much,” 
he said. 

Aggravated assault carries a 
maximum penalty of 14 years im¬ 
prisonment. 

Vachon was ordered to be back 
in court on Jan. 17. 


The accused was the boy¬ 
friend of the mother at the 
time, he said.

Woman offered officer 

$1,000 

A 35-year-old Calgary woman 
who offered ;in Olds RCMP $ 1,000 
to make a drug charge go away 
has been fined. 

Jeannine E. Bergeson pleaded 
guilty on Dec. 6 to a charge of at¬ 
tempting to obstruct a peace of¬ 
ficer and possession of a control¬ 
led substance. 

The accused was confronted by 
police in her vehicle in the Olds 
Boston Pizza restaurant parking 
lot on March 7, court heard. 

The officer smelled marijuana 
in the vehicle and a subsequent 
search uncovered a small amount 
of the drug. 

The accused then offered the 
officer $1,000 to “make the whole 
mess go away”, court heard. The 
officer declined and subsequently 
laid the obstruction charge. 

“I deeply regret this mistake I’ve 
made,” Bergeson told Judge 
Maloney. “I plan never to be in 
front of a judge again.” 

On the attempted obstruction 
charge, the judge handed 
Bergeson a $350 fine. 

On the drug charge, defence 
counsel asked Judge Maloney to 
give the accused an absolute dis¬ 
charge because a conviction would 
prevent her from travelling to the 
U.S. on business. 

The judge 1 agreed- handing her 
the absolute discharge on that 
charge. He did order her to pay 
$50 into the victim fund.

The accused was subsequently 
pulled over and given a roadside 
screen test, which he failed. 

He was then given a demand 
to provide a breath sample but 
refused to comply.

Council supported in 
principal the relocation of 
the Didsbury & District 
Chamber of Commerce office 
as well as the Didsbury Sen¬ 
ior’s Support Services. 

Administration continues 
to work on an amicable so¬ 
lution with the Condo Asso¬ 
ciation regarding the Town 
Shop yard. 

The Five-0 Club sent a 
thank you for the paving of 
the new parking lot. 

Town of Banff has chal¬ 
lenged the Mayor and Coun¬ 
cil of the Town of Didsbury

Politicians slam same-sex 
marriage ruling

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson, Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Richard 
Marz and Sundre-area MLA 
Ty Lund have all come out 
strongly against same-sex 
marriage after the Supreme 
Court issued an opinion 
that the federal government 
has the right to redefine 
marriage to include gay and 
lesbian couples. 

All three men say they 
will vigorously fight any 
changes to Canada’s mar¬ 
riage laws. Critics say they 
are discriminating against a 
minority group. 

The Liberal government 
is expected to introduce leg¬ 
islation next month that 
will legalize same-sex mar¬ 
riages. 

The Bloc and the NDP 
have already said they will 
support the government’s 
legislation. Progressive 
Conservatives MPs are ex¬ 
pected to vote against it. 

Conservative MP 

Thompson says the Supreme 
Court has ‘opened a can of 
worms’ with its decision. 

“I believe that the value 
of Canadians is that mar¬ 
riage should be reserved for 
those between a man and a 
woman,” said Thompson. 
“I would venture to say that 
90 per cent of my riding 
agree with me on that. Man 
and woman are the only 
kinds of couples I know of 
that can make babies. 

“I’m saying this is a door 
opening to a slippery slope. 
What’s next? Shall we say 
it’s okay to have six or seven 
wives, even if some of them 
are 13-years-old? Where does 
it end?” 

Thompson, who has said 
he “hates homosexuality”, is 
calling for a nation-wide ref¬ 
erendum on the issue. 

During last month’s elec¬ 
tion campaign debate in 
Sundre, Progressive Con¬ 
servative MLA Lund said he 
will “never, never, ever sup¬ 
port, I don’t care what the 
court says, I will never sup¬ 
port redefining marriage.” 

On Thursday, Lund reit¬ 
erated his opposition. 

“I won’t vote for it re¬ 
gardless of what the court 
says,” said Lund. “I’m not 
about to make it any easier 
for them (federal govern¬ 
ment). 1 don’t know what 
we can do about it, with a 
useless Senate. The Prime 
Minister will have the whip 
on to support it. The NDP 
will vote for it, they love 
social engineering, so they’ll 
go for it. And he will brow¬ 
beat his members.” 

“I do not support chang¬ 
ing the definition of mar¬ 
riage and that is the bottom 
line. It’s religious plus tra¬ 
dition. Why would we break 
up what has been a tradi¬ 
tion for centuries, not only 
in our western society but 


in other societies. Why would 
we do that?” 

Alberta’s Adult Interde¬ 
pendent Relationships Act, 
which provides non-married 
couples many of the same fi¬ 
nancial and property benefits 
as couples in traditional mar¬ 
riages, adequately protects 
gay and lesbian couples, he 
said. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
Progressive Conservative 
MLA Richard Marz said he is 
disappointed with the latest 
court ruling, but said he 
wasn’t surprised by it at all. 

“It shouldn’t have been a 
surprise to anyone, it was 
very predictable considering 
the courts have been ap¬ 
pointed by the ruling Liberal 
government over the past 
however many years,” said 
Marz. 

The latest ruling reflects 
how the nation’s standards 
have been eroding over the 
years, he said. 

“Some see it as normal 
change and evolution, but I 
feel it is going backwards in 
our society, some of these 
standards have been put in 
place for very good reasons. 

“We seem to be losing that 
a little at a time - year after 
year, day after day - until we 
have no standards left. If you 
stand for anything you will 
stand for anything.” 

Marz said he has drawn 


his line in the sand on this 
issue and constituents in 
his riding expect him to con¬ 
tinue fighting - “even 
though I will probably lose 
on this issue.” 

As for the groups lobby¬ 
ing in support of homo¬ 
sexual marriages, Marz 
warned nothing will ever be 
enough. 

“They have been saying, 
over the years, they will 
stop when they get what 
they want, but they never 
stop.” 

When asked if he would 
ever consider marrying a 
homosexual couple - MLAs, 
like mayors, have the right 
to conduct marriage cer¬ 
emonies - Marz said that 
would not likely happen. 

“I haven’t married anyone 
and I would never consider 
taking that responsibility 
lightly. People should not do 
it lightly regardless of their 
sexual orientation. It is a se¬ 
rious occasion and not some 
frivolous thing. 

Would I ever consider 
marrying homosexuals? I 
don’t see it happening. I 
would not do that.” 

MPs and MLAs who op¬ 
pose same-sex marriage are 
woefully ignorant of the 
true nature of gay and les¬ 
bian relationships, says Dr. 
Kevin Alderson, a Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary associate 


professor who has studied 
and written extensively 
about the same-sex marriage 
issue in Canada. 

“I feel a certain amount 
of outrage when I hear of 
MPs and MLAs who I wish 
could be informed about a 
subject before they rattle 
their mouths off,” said Dr. 
Alderson. “They have a knee- 
jerk reaction without under¬ 
standing anything about the 
gay and lesbian community. 
The Alberta government has 
not done anything to make 
gays and lesbians feel wel¬ 
come here. 

“The opponents of same- 
sex marriage do not under¬ 
stand that same-sex mar¬ 
riage is very similar to het¬ 
erosexual marriage; it is a 
loving bond and commit¬ 
ment between two people 
who love each other.” 

Preventing gays and les¬ 
bians from “making lifelong 
commitments in the form of 
marriage” is outright dis¬ 
crimination and a violation 
of Human Rights in Canada, 
said Alderson, who recently 
co-wrote a book called 
“Same-sex marriage - The 
personal and the political” 
with Queen’s University law 
professor K. Lahey. 

“Many gays and lesbians 
don’t want to bring attention 
to themselves because they 
are afraid,” said Alderson. 
“You won’t find most people 
working in the oil business, 
for example, coming out to 
one another. Most physi¬ 
cians, lawyers, dentists are 
not going to come out to their 
clients or patients because of 
fear of repercussion. 

“If gays and lesbians are 
not given the right to marry, 
then it is really saying we 
are going to continue to dis¬ 
criminate against this mi¬ 
nority group.” 

Last week’s ruling will 
probably not lead some 
MLA and MPs to reverse 
their opposition to same-sex 
marriage, he said. 

“I suspect that some will 
dig in their heels even more 
in terms of their moral or 
religious beliefs that are 
anti-gay. This will be even 
more divisive.” 

Alberta Justice Minister 
Ron Stevens says the Klein 
government continues to op¬ 
pose same-sex marriage, that 
“marriage is deeply rooted in his¬ 
tory, culture and religion and is a 
special bond between a man and a 
woman” and that the Tory cau¬ 
cus will discuss options in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

“Our opposition to same-sex 
marriage is not aimed at dis¬ 
criminating against a group of 
people,” said Stevens. “It is 
about upholding the definition 
of marriage, as it is tradition¬ 
ally understood by society. It is 
about protecting the rights of 
individual citizens to have a 
say in the direction their soci¬ 
ety takes, not simply letting 
the court make those changes 
for us.”

Thompson to continue the 
fight for traditional marriage 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says regardless of the 
Supreme Court decision con¬ 
cerning the legalizing of 
same-sex marriage, he will 
continue to fight to preserve 
the historic definition of 
marriage as the union of one 
man and one woman. 

The Supreme Court said 
in its opinion, the federal 
government has the jurisdic¬ 
tion to legislate the civil 
definition of marriage and 
that the definition could be 
legally expanded to include 
same sex couples. 

It also stated that 
churches are protected un¬ 
der the Charter of Rights in 
maintaining the traditional 
definition of marriage. 

However, the Court de¬ 
clined to answer the ques¬ 
tion of whether the tradi¬ 
tional definition of marriage 
in the common law violates 
the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

“The Supreme Court 


clearly did not declare the 
traditional definition of mar¬ 
riage as unconstitutional. 
They have handed this ques¬ 
tion back to Parliament to 
decide and made it clear that 
it is Parliament’s to deal 
with. This is precisely the ar¬ 
gument made by the Con¬ 
servative Party that this mat¬ 
ter should be decided by 
elected representatives,” 
said Thompson. 

“The problem arises when 
it comes to religious institu¬ 
tions. The court may have 
made assurances about re¬ 
spect for religious institu¬ 
tions to maintain the defini¬ 
tion of marriage, but many 
Canadians remain skeptical 
with the Liberals still in 
charge. I remember back in 
1999, Anne McLellan, said 
that the government had no 
intention to redefine mar¬ 
riage and that the courts had 
accepted the traditional defi¬ 
nition of marriage as consti¬ 
tutional. We’re going to need 
a lot more than these hollow 


assurances from the courts 
and the Liberals that reli¬ 
gious freedom will be pro¬ 
tected,” stated Thompson. 

“Protecting religious free¬ 
dom goes far beyond just pro¬ 
tecting the rights of churches 
and other religious bodies to 
maintain the traditional defi¬ 
nition of marriage. It also 
means preserving the right of 
churches to publicly preach 
and teach their beliefs re¬ 
lated to marriage; it means 
preserving the right of reli¬ 
gious schools to hire staff 
who respect their doctrines 
and practices; it means pro¬ 
tecting justices of the peace 
and civil marriage commis¬ 
sioners who do not want to 
solemnize marriages that are 
not in accordance with their 
beliefs; it means preserving 
their charitable and other 
economic benefits as public 
institutions and it means 
preserving the right of any 
public official to act in ac¬ 
cordance with his or her be¬ 
liefs,” concluded Thompson.

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New field trip 
plans concern 
Brassard

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) Board’s 
chairperson, Roy Brassard 
reiterated his concerns 
about field trips, after 
Didsbury High School 
(DHS) requested a change of 
location for an upcoming 
trip. 

Band students from DHS 
have been fundraising for a 
trip they had planned on 
taking to Cuba, but due to 
financial constraints are no 
longer able to do so. 

“The cost of the trip has 
become too expensive, and 
they are requesting approval 
of three different trips,” 
CESD Superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons said to the Board. 

Instead of all band stu¬ 
dents going to Cuba and 
traveling as one group, DHS 
have requested that stu¬ 
dents be given the right to 
attend different music festi¬ 
vals. 

The requests are as fol¬ 
lows: a) 23 of the students 
be granted approval to at¬ 
tend a Jazz Festival in Mos¬ 
cow, Idaho, February 23-27; 
b) 60 students be granted 
approval to attend a concert 
band performance at the 
Whistler Musical Festival; c) 
The grade nine concert band 
(about 30 students) be 
granted approval to attend 
the Sun Peaks music festi¬ 
val in Kamloops, British 


Columbia. 

Gibbons explained that a 
group of students would be 
attending two of the events, 
as the Whistler event in¬ 
volves more students - some 
students of which are in the 
jazz bands. 

The Board questioned 
Gibbons on how the stu¬ 
dents will be attending these 
trips financially. 

“They fundraise as a 
group and they also pay 
some out of pocket,” Gib¬ 
bons explained. 

The ‘out-of-pocket,’ com¬ 
ment is what stemmed a 
comment from CESD Board 
chairman Roy Brassard, 
who has time and time again 
reiterated his feelings 
against self-funded field 
trips. 

“I think band trips are 
valuable, but I have time 
and time again stated my 
concerns about trips which 
require students to pay for 
themselves... some families 
just can’t afford it,” he said. 

Brassard says that CESD 
should really re-consider if 
they are up to continually 
supporting trips that pre¬ 
vent some students that 
come from less-fortunate 
families from being able to 
attend them. 

“I don’t think we should 
entertain trips that some 
kids can’t afford to go on.” 

The Board, in principle, 
supported DHS’s field trips.

Didsbury’s own mayor, 
Dorothy Moore, is also vice 
president of the Alberta Ur¬ 
ban Municipality Associa¬ 
tion (AUMA). First elected 
last Sept., Moore is now in 
her second term. 

Moore’s position with 
AUMA goes beyond vice 
president, Moore is also di¬ 
rector of South Towns (all 
towns between Olds and 
Bowden). 

In total AUMA has three

cities looking at a 100 year 
vision.” 

AUMA has been estab¬ 
lished for over 100 years. 

“With the Centennial 
year for the province and 
Didsbury here we want to 
look back and look forward 
at the same time,” said 
Moore. “Continuing to do 
what you have done for the 
past 100 years in not sus¬ 
tainable. We will be learning 
from other communities and 
how they have visioned to 
preserve the economy, social 
infrastructure and the envi¬ 
ronment long term.” 


On average Moore at¬ 
tends four meetings a 
month, mostly held in Ed¬ 
monton. None of this is paid 
for by the Town, AUMA cov¬ 
ers all costs. 

“This brings a lot of in¬ 
formation and resources to 
the town that we would oth¬ 
erwise not have such easy 
access to,” said Moore. “We 
are presently looking at do¬ 
ing technology specifically 
for municipalities. It is a 
unique kind of reporting 
AUMA does, and not your 
regular accounting sys¬ 
tem.”

For 
little girls; half dozen linen handkerchiefs $1.50, baby doll 
.75c to $2.50, hair ornaments .75c, skates $1.25, fancy col¬ 
lars $2.50 to $6.50. 

And now back to 2005. Wine coolers range from a table 
model that cools one bottle for about $40.00 to one that keeps 
seven bottles at 8 preprogrammed settings for $149.00. And 
finally the gift that everyone has been waiting for, a Motion 
Sensor Trash Can.

The speaker at the 
Chapel this morning 
said that it was look¬ 
ing a lot like Christmas 
because he could go 
into his office and write 
his name in the dust on 
his desk. That is no sad 
commentary on the 
cleaner; the dust is 
thick enough after a 
couple of hours to be of 
writable quality on any 
surface. 

The weather has 
also turned a bit cold. 
Please understand that 
‘cold’ is a relative 
term. Because it is very 
dry, when it gets down 
into the 60’s Fahren¬ 
heit (16-20 degrees 
Celsius) we think it’s 
cold. The other night 
we went to some 
friends’ place for ba¬ 
nana splits-they were 
quite good. They have 
a projector to show 
their digital pictures 
on the wall, in this 
case, the wall in the 
carport. It was cool so 
we wore jackets or 
sweaters. 

It has also been cool 
enough that Janet and 
the other ladies have 
decided not to brave 
the ‘icy’ water to do 
their water aerobics.

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QUESTION: Don’t you think home schooling might 
negatively impact the socialization process? I don’t want 
my children growing up to be misfits. 

DR. DOBSON: This is the question home-schooling 
parents hear most often from curious (or critical) friends, 
relatives and neighbors. “Socialization” is a vague, dark 
cloud hanging over their heads. What if teaching at home 
somehow isolates the kids and turns them into oddballs? 
For you and all those parents who see this issue as the 
great danger of home education, I would respectfully disa¬ 
gree for these reasons. 

To remove a child from the classroom is not necessarily 
to confine him or her to the house! And once beyond the 
school-yard gate, the options are practically unlimited. 
Home-school "support groups" are surfacing in commu¬ 
nity after community across the country. Some are highly 
organized and offer field trips, teaching co-ops, tutoring 
services, social activities and various other resources. 
There are home-schooling athletic leagues, orchestras and 
other activities. 

Even if you’re operating completely on your own, there 
are outings to museums, parks, visits to farms, factories, 
hospitals, seats of local government, days with Dad at “the 
office,” trips to Grandma’s house, extracurricular activi¬ 
ties such as sports and music, church youth groups, serv¬ 
ice organizations and special-interest clubs. There are 
friends to be invited over, relatives to visit and parties to 
attend. The list is limitless. 

Even a trip with Mom to the market can provide young¬ 
sters with invaluable exposure to the lives and daily tasks 
of adults in the real world. While they’re there, a multi¬ 
tude of lessons can be learned about math (pricing, frac¬ 
tions, pints vs. gallons, etc.), addition, subtraction, read¬ 
ing labels and other subjects. And without the strictures 
of schedule and formal curricula, it can all be considered 
part of the educational process. That’s what I’d call 
“socialization” at its best! 

To accuse home schoolers of creating strange little peo¬ 
ple in solitary confinement is nonsense. The great advan¬ 
tage of home schooling, in fact, is the protection it pro¬ 
vides to vulnerable children from the wrong kind of 
socialization. When children interact in large groups, the 
strongest and most aggressive kids quickly intimidate the 
weak and vulnerable. 

I am absolutely convinced that bad things happen to 
immature and “different” boys and girls when they are 
thrown into the highly competitive world of other chil¬ 
dren. When this occurs in nursery school or in kindergar¬ 
ten, they learn to fear their peers. There stands this 
knobby-legged little girl who doesn’t have a clue about life 
or how to cope with things that scare her. It’s sink or 
swim, kid. Go for it! 

It is easy to see why such children tend to become more 
peer-dependent because of the jostling they get at too early 
an age. Research shows that if these tender little boys and 
girls can be kept at home for a few more years and shielded 
from the impact of social pressure, they tend to be more 
confident, more independent, and often emerge as leaders 
three or four years later. If acquainting them with ridi¬ 
cule, rejection, physical threats and the rigors of the peck¬ 
ing order is necessary to “socialize” our children, I’d rec¬ 
ommend that we keep them unsocialized for a little longer. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: You have advised women in domestic vio¬ 
lence situations to “get out” immediately. Are you sug¬ 
gesting that any woman who is being beaten should take 
the same course of action? My husband has only hit me 
once in a big fight we had. Should I separate from him? 

DR. DOBSON: Your situation may represent another 
category of behavior. A man can become so enraged on a 
given occasion that he does something he is immediately 
sorry for and would never do again. That is very different 
from a repetitive, pathological situation. You will have to 
decide how you will deal with that exceptional situation, 
but I would recommend that it become a point of serious 
discussion between you and him. If he hit you once, he 
can hit you again. You need to set some ground rules that 
will prevent a similar situation from recurring.
